THE PROVIDENCE ART INSTITUTE 



In the January Session of the Rhode Island Assembly, an act of incorporation was introduced for the Providence Art Institute an 
association for the promotion of the fine arts, and the establishment of a free public Art Museum, fostering and cultivating the tiste 
for such arts m the popular mind, and tending indirectly to the improvement of the useful arts in the community. By the act in question 
the corporation was authorized to take and hold by gift, grant, bequest, devise or otherwise, real and peisonal estate to an amount 
not exceeding five hundred thousand dollars, exclusive of pictures, engravings, etchings, bronzes, statuary, casts and other works of art 
The museum and grounds immediately appurtenant thereto, and the worhs of art of the corporation as acquired, were to be exempt 
from taxation. The incorporators included Mr. Walter Richmond, the art collector, of Providence. Judge George M. Carpenter of the 
United States Circuit Court. Messrs Seth M. Vose. Beriah Wall. Johns H. Congdon. Oren Westcottfjoseph^C Ely aK?bert^^^ 
Ham. The act was passed in April last, and as officers of the association were elected: Mr. Walter Richmond, President; Hon. 
Thomas Durfee, First, and Hon. George M. Carpenter, Second Vice-President; Mr. Oren Westcott. Treasurer; and Mr. Joseph C.
